IHentz, on the right hand , and the EleStor of 
Cologne on the left, and fo pafled upon a Galle- 
ric addrefſed for that purpoſe to the Emperours Pa- 
lace, where they were entertained the next day 
with a ſumptuous Feaſt , the ConfeRioners ſhew- 
ing all their Arc to ſer forth a Banquet, and his 
Imperiall Majeſtic defiring to expreſſe his grate- 
full heart for their willingneſſe to ſuffragate ſo unani- 
mouſly for rhe Kings ele&ion.

Sarg, and then rode in perſon tothe gates of the Citie, 
demanding of the Governonr, whether he would declare 
himſelfe a friend or enemy to the Crowne of Swedes: ? 


The former paſſage, andtreatie before his purſuit of the . 


confedcrate ImperiallGeneralls,made him confident,that 
the Governour would anſwer his demand modeſtly , 
without any rude expreſſion ofholſtilitle : and modeſtly 
he anfweredindeed, that he had no order from the Ma- 
giſtrate to declare himſclfe an enemie, when the Swedes 
catching the words from his mouth, beforche could make 
an<nd, replyed _— NoramlT yours.

The Generall was the fame day invited to dinner by 
Duke Willem of H#/5mar, and had appouned to _ 
| hin, | 
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him, thattheiralliance mightbe renewed, and by agood. 
correſpondence, they nin bcaſſiſtant,cachtoother; and 


this occaſion hindered the Swede frem planting his battery 


againſt the Citic that day, conceiving that unleſle his eye 
was over the-worke, it would notbedoneto the beſt ad- 
vantage : onely for that preſent, he gaue order to ſome 


 Troopes of Hortſe, to ſcoure the territorieabout the Ri- 


ver of Saa/ ; which was done, andat night they returned 
to the Campe, bringing with them ſome Saxon Officers 
priſoners. The next morning very early the Generall 
commanded his Canons to be planted upon an hill necre 
Daberſtead, and then the Gunnes played-their parts ſo 
well, that fiftie great ſhotin-a ſmall ſpace were diſcharged 
2gainſtthe Citic, and more were readic, but thata'Fire- 
ball caſt into the Towne, having fired two Barnes, and a 
dwelling houſe, the Genera!l gaue order to giue off ſhoo- 
ting, till he had againe fcltthe pulſe of the Magiſtrate, by 
ſending a Drumme unto the Citic, to wiſh the Inhabi- 
rants totreate with him fairely, and not haſten their own. 
ruine, promiſing that whatſoever was paſt notwithſtan- 
ding, he would uſe them with all-lenitte, and lay noun-. 
fupportable burdens uponthem, The Senate gaue audi-. 
ence to.the Meſſenger, and fent two ſeleted men of 
qualicie, ro conferre againe with the General, yet firſt re- 
cciving Hoſtages for the ſafetic ofthe Senators (Colo- 
nell Go/rz, and his Lievtenant ) a ceſſation of Armes for 
ewenty-foure houres. was the firſt propoſition made by 
the Agentsforthe Citie, and that obtaincd, they craved 
leaue.to depart, ſhewing a contentednefſe in their coun-- 
tenances, thatthey could ſo cafily prevaile for what they 
defired with him, whichnot many houresbefore ſcemed: 
an implacable Enemie. But the Campe made better uſe 
of this time of forbearing offenſiue Armes, than the Ci- 
tie did ; defences were not prohibited, itwas lawfall for 
cither partic to doe any thing in that ſhort rime of truce, 
for their owne defence and ſafctie ; thoughnor tothe de= 
ra teroat ies Fai ata = 
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Souldiers, but pioners, their weapons thatday were mars 
tock and ſpade, and*thoſe proved as ſerviceable for his 
purpoſe, as the thundering Ordnance. The Briarcan 

nds of the labourihg men, nothinderedby any adverfa.! 
rie, made a quick-difpatch of much worke ; by the Eve” 
ning, the approaches were brought to the very gates of 
the Citie, and the Caſtle-walls, and then both the Com« 


mander of the Militarie men, and the civill Magiſtrate, 4 


perceiving how the Swede had over-reached them by a 
fineneſle, feared his force,and ycelded themſelues and the 
placeupontheſe enſuing Conditions, | 

Firſt, That the fort of Ziriacksbrurg ſhould receiue for 
a Garriſon, a hundred of the Sweds/3 Souldiers, and a hun- 
dred of the Citic, all to be commanded by a Swede, who 
ſhould giue an oath of loyaltie, both to the Crowne of 
Sweden,andthe Citic. 

Secondly, The Citie ſhall not be charged with enter- 
tainment of any Souldiers, but its owne, and which ſhall 
be governed by a particular Commander, and both the 
Souldiers andtheir Chicftaine ſhallſweare as wellto the 
Crowne of Swedes, as the Citie. 

Thirdly, The Keyes of the gates ſhall bekept by the Se- 
nate, 

Fourthly, The Citizens ſhall abide true and faithfull to 
the Crowne of Swedey, till a firme and conſtant peace be 
ſetled in the Empire, &c, that the Citie at all times when 
neceſfitie requireth it, ſhall giue free paſle andrepaſle to 
the Swedes, according tothe occaſion, 

Fiftly, The Citic ſhall pay the Souldicrsinthe Armie 
36000. Rix-dollars, whercof 10000. ſhall bepaid imme<« 
diately in readie money,and 16000.in wares, andthe reſt 
withinthe ſpace of fix weckes, | 

Laſtly, In this agreement ſhall becomprehended all the 
Nobilitte, Gentry, and Saxo» Officers, which are fled to 


_ the Citie for refuge and proteRion, with their moyeables, 


and other goods, 
Theſe Articles were ſealed anboth (lides Decemd. 4. 
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the gates ofthe Citic ſet oper forthe: Swedes entry, the 
Cafte delivered, and a Swedi/bþ Commander pur into it, 

Gleen according tothe order received from Ceſar,was 
then upon his march towards Weſtphalia to unite his 
Wirtembergersto Goetz and Hatefie/at ; when Banner 
thus thrived in Tharingen, The depth of winter couldnot 
Ray his journey, northecold of the ſeaſon congeale the 
burning deſire the Imperiall Commanders had generally, 
to inable theinſelues to meete and fight with the Sweds/p 
Armie: but ſuccours came in ſlowly eMe-where, the 
Duke of Lunenturghſtaoda while as anewter, nor de- 
claring himſclfe till the Spring approached : oncly. G/ces 
the molt forward for the preicnt, proved molt unfortu- 
nate. Foure compleate Regiments by the aſſiſtance of 
the Land-grave of Darmſtad he had drawen together, 
and knowing where the grofle of Banniers Army was, 
thought to-finde a way from Franconia to Weſtphalia by 
Heſſzn-land,or if any ſtraghng. Swedes ſhould happen by 
the way;able tocncounter with them, and chaſe them, and 
ſo cleare the paſlage by his power, Some Swediſatroopes 
Go in Franconia upon the river of $4lz, and they 
deſcrying the Ce/areay Commander upon his march, re- 


go as afraidof him, into the Foreſt of Thuringen, Itis 


e condition of an ambitious man to thinke all others 
ſtand in awe of him, and hethat concludethof colours by 
afalſe glaſſe, apprehendeth things otherwiſe then they 
are ; The Ce/areantooke their retirement, for a plains 
flight, and thinking to ovver-reach and ſurpriſe them, 
ſpurred up after them ; when ſuddenly himſelfe was 0+ 
vertaken being encountred by S:alhaxſe, (whom till then 
they had nor difcovered ) unexpeRedly. There were in 
that Army ſome men of qualitte, and of a ſpirit tranſ- 
cendingthe condition they werethen in ; rhe Count of 
Furſtemburg, the Colonels Princk, Mantenfell, and 
Ram{dorff, all daring men, andasable for ſervice, as da- 
ring, though now they were unhappily over-wcighcd.

Bannier having ordered things at Ertford, marched 
thence with his Armie conſiſting of (ixtcene Regiments 
ofhorſe, and two thouſand foote Decemb, 21, 0/d-ſt le, 
when taking up his head quarter at Eckersbarg, and 
Schalt-porten, he firſt ſummoned Naumbrurg,the firſt C i= 
tic in 245nia, on the weltfide of S414, and the Com- 
wander there refuſing to comeinupon his ſummons, hee 
planteda batrerie, and without much expenſc of powder 
and ſhot, the Citizens carefull to preſerue their owne e= 
ſtates, difſenting fromthe Przſidiaric Soutdiers, he en- 
tertained the Burgeſſes friendly, but forced the men of 
ArmeSto come inupon diſcretion ; andthe Saxon Licu- 
tenant Colonell which commanded there, theMajor and 
two Captaines he detained as priſonersof warre, yetthe 
common Souldiers, x50. inmumber, obtained their lives 
and libertics bytaking ſerviceunder him.

ly.inthe Forc and Citie, he threatned to enforce it, yet 
fr the preſent onely blocked it up, aud before he had 
ſpenta ſhot againſt ir, or received one from it, marched 
thence withthe other partof his Army towards Exlen- 
burg, whither he had ſent Sralhavje before him, with 
the greater part of his Cavallaric to diſcover the power 
and poſture of the Generall Major Dehre, whoſe purpoſe 
by intcrceptedletters direRted tothe Governour of Leip« 
fcch, being to bring 2000. men which he had then at Ze 
lenbarg in foure Regiments forhis aſſiſtance, wasby this 
mcanes prevented, and way made for the Swedes further 
conqueſts, The Sax9» Commander had notice of the 
Swedes before hand, and halfe an houre before that State 
bauſe his Avantguard could reach to his late quarter, wag 
riſen androde upon the ſpurre toward Torgaw, the care 
of that Citie being committed to his truſt by the EleQor, 
whohimſelfe being ſecure no where, went from Leip-

But the Saxon Generalls caſe was otherwiſe, 
with the Citie, (to the Government whereof he was re- 
commended by the Elefor for his good ſervice in relie- 
ving the Fort of Mansfeldt ) he loſt his eſtate, and life, 
the Swedes having got his treaſure, and the EleRor ſoone 
after cuttmgp off his ny for ſurrendring the Citie; and 
the Fletorfimſelfe, with that particular place, loltmore, 


Aeiſſen, the chicfe Citic of I5/nia, Enlemburg, Grim, 


Borne, Debitz, Bitterfeldt, Belgeren, and Hall, yeclding 
inſtantly tothe Conquerour, having no hope of relicfe by 


any confederate Armie ; Onely Dreſden of all the umbi- | 
licall Cities of $zxonie held out ſtill, yet not without / 


fearc of being made the ſpoyle of ſtrangers , the Imperi- 
all Armics, bcing ſofarrefrom their ſuccours, that their 
march and places of reſt, were ynkno1wne to the Citi= 
zZCns. 

— Butthelofſe of Torgaw, wasno ſmall meancs for tho 
libertic and deliverance of Leipfch; the vigilant Com- 
mander there, ſlipt no opportunitic, which preſented it

they defire ) that Bannierand his Armics diſcamping, was 
rather a flight for their owne preſervation, than a warlike 
March for further execution,and with confidence fed with 
aycric hopes, proclaimed their ownedcliverie, Burt the

and Saint Peters Bulwarke, yet without any oftence done, 
( the Ordnance not anſwerable to the Commanders de- 
lire, could not reach them ) the whole Hoaſt, deſigned 
for that ſervice, withtheir Waggons and baggage were 
deſcryed, comming over Schoernfeldr, under their Gene- 
rall the Earle of Brandeſteine, The Swedes obſerved the 
a faire Encmic, ſending word firſt by a Trum= 
e Cirie of their purpoſe, intending to pre- 
pare for the. blow, ifthe anſwer did not ſuite with their 
demand : The inſtructions given the Meſſenger, were in 
round and peremptorie words, to tell the 
that his Generall defircd to know , whet

redrudely, was anſwercd as roundly : the Commander

Two Ceſarean Regiments, were quarteredat the TwoC2ſarean 
ſame time neere great Hahin,under the Commands of Regimentsfur- 
the Colonels Shierſftets, and Barker/4orff, and under Priled neere 
a pretence to ſurprize them asit was after given out, 5**** Hobin. 
Banmere who was ſtrongly entrenched about Tor- 
gaw, and had an Army of 1 2000 Horſey and 8 Brigads 


- of Fovrte, ſent $ Regiments, which fired the Suburbes 


of that ſmall Ciry, rayſcd the /mperia/iſts from theyr 
todging, routed them by a ſhort but ſmart charge, pur. 
ſued them to the very gates of Dreſden, and poſſefied 
themſclves of their baggage ; the Ce/areans prizing 
their lives above that pelte,willinglyleaving t hat Boo- 
tie to the vitors, ro ſecure their perſons by an expe- 
ditious flight. But the deſigne tended to 2 further 
ſcope: Harazimes Forces lay in Zu/atia ro keepe the 
paſlages againſt Yrangel, who (as they ſuppoſed) in- 
rended to march that way to his confederates in his 
Colleagues Army, and to guard him. Thefe Forces 
were commanded abroad by the Swedi/p Generall,

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whoſe intent bcing ſuſpeRed by Fazfield, rhe Ser- 
jeant Major Generall Bretta March 4%. was ſent out 
with 5000 Horſe to oppole them, 

Hitherto Banvier's Forces are upen the winning at 
leaſt not on the loeling hand, the Ce/arcans ſaved a 
great ſtake at Leipſick, burdrew very few, and thoſe 
of ſmall value ; bur his Confederates were ſometimes 
looſers, failing of rheir owne intendments, and ſome- 
times vanquiſhed, or overtaken by the adverſarie. 
Nothing is ſure under the Sunne, the Moone hath a 
blemiſh in the middle of her glorious Orbe, the Rivers 
which ſometimes enlarge them(ſclves into Lakes, and 

ſceming Oceans of freſh waters are againe contracted 
into aarrow Channels, , yet the ſacula of the Moone, 
makes the glory of her illuminated body more illuſtri- 
ous, the ſtraightening of the current makes it more vio- 
lent, andthe lofſe which his Allyes and Friends recei- 
ved did not derogate from their glory,nor brought any 
prejudice (certainely) to their enterprizes. The Ro-

Hermanſtein a Fort of conſequence upon the Rhine 
The Fort of NEETE Coblentz,, which yet held our for the King of 
Hermenffcin France, was ſtraightly beleaguered by John de Werth 
neceffirared: and reduced to Extreame necellity ; it was not 'to bee 
undermined being ſeated on a Hill, nor to bee forced 
otherwiſe then by Famine;the place being ſo fortified 
by Nature and Art,that it was, and is not undeſerved- 
ly eſteemed impregnable ; the Imperiall Commander

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lay before it, and hindered all ſupplyes of reliefe. The 
Laentgrave twice adventured to ſupply it with nece(- 
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The Landf- 


, , rave attemp- 
faries, and was twice beaten backe by the aſſeegers {eh co releeve 


with much loſſe. The neigbbouring Boores, thought ir;but is defea» 


to ſteale thither with Hennes, and ſuch like viands fed wice, 


through the hedges and backe wayes, but were ap- 
prehended by the way, and hanged for their labour, 
The Cittadell was ſo much diſtreffed, that the Com- 
mander (a man of ſingular wiſdeme and fortitude )was 
compelled ro divide his provifions amongſt the peo- 
ple by weight, and the Baron of #erth knowing their 
neceſſity, and how improbable it was that they thould 


be releeved by any land auxiliaries (his army having 


ſtopped that way) or by faccours from the Rhine all 
the Forts upon the Streame, beiugunder the Auſtrians 
power) concluded, that the Fort inuſt yeeld, and had 
in a manner affured himſelfe, to take it in upon what 
tearmes he himſelfe ſhould be pleated to preſcribe to 
the befieged: But the River yeelded a paſſage,though

.A Spanihh Don being ſent Embafſadour from his 
Cath-licke Majeſtie to the King of Ha»garic then at 
Feene, to condole with him for the deceaſed Empe- 
rour and congratulate bis accamulated dignities ;

Haar which alone of all the Cities in 
the Weterew, yet held out, had bin much indangered 
otherwiſc. The Ce/arcars began to appeare ftirong a- 
gaine in the Empire, and had done much damage to 
the Swedes and their allyes in the Biſhopricke of Iſnr-

and the villages, 3nd leflcr Cities, made pillars of fire 
and (moake, not onely by the Swedes the enemies, but 
alſo by the ſecming friends the Ceſariars, who ( pare 
net toburne thoſe places to the ground, where they 
finde not as much proviſion as they demaund for 
their armies, as the Duke Frederick of Saxon Altes- 
berg complained to Hatzfieldr, deſiring him to order 
kis rudeſouldicrs by a better diſcipline, that ſuch a&ts 
of inhumanity might be prohibited, and the offenders 
puniſhed accordingly. 

Thus far we have followed Banner, and Hatzbeld, 
both yet abiding in their faſtnefle, expeRing theic ad- 
vantagegus opportunity to fight. And now wee muſt 
looke backe to the EleRor of Brandenbrrgh,and Wraen- 


gell the Swed:ſo Field-marſhall, whom our laſt diſco- 


very left in that Marquiſate. 

Berlin the EleRors ſeateof reſidence, Brandenbargh 
the Herropoli of the middle e Hark, Tangermund, 
once the ſeateof Charles 4. Emperour , and moſt pla- 
ces of note were brought by 7rangels army cither to 
entertaine Swediſh garriſons, or contribute to the 
maintenance of his forces; onely the Forts of Spax- 
daw and K*ſtriz held out for the Eletor , whom the 
Swedes courted with faire language ſometimes, an 
ſometimes ſummoned in the language of a ſouldier, to 
ſurrender thoſe places of ſtrength to him as aſurety of 
his good affection and love to the crowne of Swedes, 
or as4 token that he would ftand as a neutrall, and nor 
fhew himſelfe an enemy. But both his courtſhippe 


and ſummons were frivolous; the E| 2n{wered 
that choſe places were Forts of the E! _ that hee 
could not deliver them up to a ſtrange _ owne with- 


out prejudice'to his honour and credit : and as for the 
Swedes menaces , that :perhaps it might be in their 
Iz "OWcG 
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power todeale with his territories in what mannet 
they pleaſed , but they ſhould never be able to force 
him trom his firſt reſolution. His anſwer net onely 
diſpleaſed,but inraged the Field-mar/ball, who where- 
upon immediately ( being then Mafter of the Field ) 
plundered the Countrie as far as Boeskah & Cotbutz, 
a towne in the lower L»ſatia,tookc away ſixe wagons 
loaden with baggage belonging to the EleQour, as 
they weregoing-to Kxftriy, and ſent them to Franvks 
fort upen the Oder; blecked up K*ſtrin,broke downe 
one of the bridges , and conveyed the Oder two Eng- 
liſh miles from the Fort,by « new artificiall channell; 
the garriſon all this time defending themſelves vali. 
antly, and though fayling of vituals, nor fainting in 
their courages- | 

The Eleftour who was gone from Ber/5» to Pets, 
to raiſe ſuch forces as might be able to make head a- 
gainſt the Swedes, ſent private inſtruftions to Crache 
the Cemmander in K#ſtriz to fortifie himſelfe ag 
much as might be, promifing fairhfully to relteve him, 
as ſpeedily as might be. The Coloneilcarefull to per- 
forme his charge {pared not coſt ; and ſeeing the (ub= 
urbs about the Fort wererather ſerviceable. ter the E- 
nemy then himſelfe, burned them downe, ſo making 
good uſc of this conſuming element of fire for his (afe- 
ty ; while the other uwamercitull deftroyer water offe- 
red it ſelfe to his ſervice : the Oder ſwelling above the 
banks of the new channell, and breaking out violent 
ly, drowning ſome Swedi/h Souldiers, and overfiow- 
ing the low land,in.which the Fort is ſcituated ; and 
this accident cauſcd them to conſent with the Com- 
mander for a cefſation of armes for certaine dayes, the 
Commander againe promiſing to requite them with 
a competent (amme of meney, if they would give 0- 
ver the ſecge, It wasbuta ſmall part ofthe S _ 
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which were fate dowacbefore the Cirrade!! the maine 
body was then with the Field-marſhall at Fraxck ford, 
one part thereof was imployed to fetch in victuals,and 
money from the triburary townes to pay, and refreſh 
the Army : another to plunder thar part of the Coun- 
trey which had not ſubmitted, and granted to pay 
contribativn. And theſelaſt, rangiag as farre as to 
Peitz, lighted upon fixe wagons loaden with provili- 
on for the EleRours houſhould ; ſeyzed upon them, 
and preſented them to Yrangelt,, whobeing himſelfe 
uſKciently ſtored, and knowing the ſcarciry of the 
{Countrey, & defirous rather to yanquiſh the Elekour 
by curteſic, then violence, ſent them back by the E- 
letours owac wagoners, 'and convoy, neither light- 
ning the carriages, nor offering any injury to their 

erlons. And now the winter beginnigg to be in his 
icengek , having well refreſhed his Army at Frank- 
ford, after he had utterly deryoliſhed rhe bridge, and 
ſent away all the Cities ammunition,and burnt downe 
all the bridges neere about the fortrefle of Knſtrir, 
ſave onely one, which he could not ſafely come to, it 
being within lefſe then a musket-thor of the Cate.

The Marquis EleRour made good uſe of the Swedes 
abſence, the Count of « Haxsfield had ſupplied him 
with ſome forces out of Silefa, Arvheim a Colonell of 
his owne,and kinſman to the late Generall,had rayſcd 
up ſome others in Luſatia, and the Marguiſare ; ard

In the Evening about 5 of the clocke, the EleQor 
—— himſelte attended with 609 Dragoons and hight Horſe 
- +=" gay © men, came into the City ; the three Regiments of 
; Horſe under the commands of young 3 cker/ſdorf, 
Duke Francs Charles, and Shierftertt, beeing lodged 
that night in the' Suburbs, whoſe apparition the next 
morning, made thoſe few Swedes which lodged at 
Fernaw, and were ſevered from their company, tore- 
tire towards Newſtadt, for therrmore ſecurity. A pro- 
pitious ſtarre did then attend the Brandenbrrgher, hig 
happy Fortune was not thus bounded, part of his 
Army wasdiſpatched for Brandenburgh,and the Froſt 
having then contracted the Z/ve into a more ſolid 
body of Ice, thoſe Soldiers rooke that City alſo by a 

ſudden Scalado and put the Garri/on to the Sword. 
Newes of the 3randenburgers Progrefle,was brought 
K ma tothe Ficld-MHarſoall at Stetin, who inftantly gave 
the eweder, & order tothe Commander of that City, to blocke up 
the ſicgerclin. £he Fort, and paflage of Drsſſev, which he did accor- 
quithed r dingly. At the expiration of 8. dayes a rumour was 
ſpread in that ſmall Sweai/> Campe, that the Imperial 
Generall Marazini, with 6ooo men, was comming 
ont of Sileſia to releeve that Garriſon ; and then the 
Commander left that ſiege, andreturned homeyard, 
plundring the inhabitants houſes upon the way. The 
Field- Marſhall him(elfe began to muſter up hisdifper-

xeuſwald,Solden, and Lantzberg, intending againe to 
put into the Field, though the Winter Seaſon did in a 
manner prohibite him- With theſe Forces hee firft 
marched againſt Lantzborga frontier City of the Mar- 
quiſat , and forced that to yeeld upon compoſition, 
2nd thence unto the Yekerwarck,, where the Vangard 
ofthe Army cncountred with Colonell Arneheims a 
Kinſman of the lateGenerall vfthe ſame name,whom 
after a ſhort conflict, they rooke Priſoner with 400 
Dragoons, and ſent to Stetiv, from whence againe, by 
the direRion of the Lord Srene Bielke who in the ab- 
ſence, and inſtead of the Rix-Chancellor is there reſfi-

Druſſen was ſtill in the Field; ar/aals eye,as being 
a convenient place for the cgrefle and regrefle of his 
Forces, and this againe he intended tobefiege, and 
had provided much. amunition , and other proviſions, 
to effect it, intending to aſſault it by force, if he could 
not reduce it to a friendly compofation ; but then the 
faid Embaſſadosr of the Crowne of Sweden interpo- 
ſed ; being ſent to treate of Peace betwixt the Eleor 
of Brandexbarg, and the Queene of Sweden his Neece, 
theElcApr himtielfe giving a willing care to a friendly 
treaties having appointed the Marques Sigs/mmnd , 
with a pleni-potentiary Commiſſion, to conferre with 
the Swediſh Embaſſadonr, at the little City of Shwed, 
diſtant 7 leagues Southwards from Stetin,and this de- 
tained the Fiel/d- Marſhall from that ſiege. 


There wasnow a kinde of ccfſation of Armes be- j;anget mar- 
twixt the Ele&or and Field-2ſarſhall, in thoſe Terri- cheth into gi-

A ſtrange Pro» Convertat ; was as terrible,as pertentous. The Conduic 
at 1/exach ſcituated in the midſt of the Marketſted, ſo-

#2inc that Element, for which that Aquedu# wag 
ordained. A bloudy time enſued it, betwixt the 1m 
periall Generals, and Banniers Forces, though they 
kept their Faſtneſſe pcere Targaw, yet few dayes paſ- 
ſed without blowes. The 1mperialifts prepared two 
Ship-bridges over the E/ve for the tranſportation of 
their Forces, one at Dre/den, by the South-eaſt or 
Pirner-gate, the other at Stral/en.

Leiſnick,, Golditz and Eylenbarg ; the Colonell re- 
turned March 23, Aprill 2, giving thisaccompt of his 
ation ; That at /«rtzen he had defeated two Impe- 
riall Regiments, carricd away their Baggage , ſlaine 
600 upon the place, taken many Priſoners, amongft 
which were two Rit-maſlters, five Licutenants , and 
many other Ogltcers. 

Banxiere jnthe abſence of the Colonel, purpoſely to 
bring a generall terror upon the Imperiall Army, that 
by their diftration being aſſaulted in ſeverall places, 
Slangh might be more ſecure, ranged about divers of 
their Quarters, and firſt at Pegaw, incountred with 
2000 Imperiall horſe, whom he defcated, and routed 
utterly. That victory incited him to proceed further, 
and appearing in Battell-array before the Imperiall 
Campe, provoked them to Battell, but they unwil- 
ling coleave their holds, kept till in their Trenches, 
which made him returne to his owne quarters. The 
Ceſarean Army lay then betwixt Torgaw, and Meiſer, 
on the Eaſt ſide of the River Eve, and the greater 
uu of the Sweats horſe and Dragoons, on the. other 
ide juſt againſt the Ce/arean Campe, which they kept 
waking with perpetuall Alarums. April 2. wew (tile, 


the Ce/arear Commanders had a deſigne to tranſport 


ſome Regiments of Horſe, from their head-quarter at 
Rieſa, to the Welt ſide of the River, that therebeing 
no impediment which might ſtay their ceurſes , they 
might ſometimes breake in upon the Sweaes, and gall 
them with ſodaine skirmiſhes. The Swedes who 
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2. Regiments Well underſtood their purpoſe, ſaffered three Regi- 
of Imperiall ments to paſſe the River quietly, intending to require 
Heiſe routed rrick for trick, but then having armed themſelves for 
byrae $wedes. 114. aflault, charged them ſo furiouſly, that they were 
forced toretreart in ſuch a confuſton, that above 200. 
of them were drowned 1n the El/ve,and ſomany ſN:ine, 
that the Captives whom they took in the Barttell con- 
feſicd, that thoſe 3.Regiments were almoſt totally rui- 
ned, The next day following, Barzter reſolved to vi- 
ſite the Ceſarean Army 1n their quarters, and to that 
purpoſe ſele&ted two Companies out of every Regi- 
ment, both of Horle and Foot;and attended with thoſe 
expert Soldiers, and che Watch-mafters Regiment, he 
marched directly to the Imperiall head-watch, which 
confilted of 20. Companies of the beſt and ableſt horſe 
iathe Ce/arean Campe, and were commanded by the 
The Head, Sergeant-Major Bretra. The conflitt betwixt them 
Watch of che was ſhort and ſharpe ; the Swedes came on roundly and 
Imperiall Ar- charged home upon the Ce/arears, which ſtanding 
a = togethcr in a cloſe compatted body, endured that 
OE 5 ſhocke, and prepared toentertaine the aſſailants again. 
But then Banner doubled the number of them that 
_ gave thecharge, and over- burthening the Cz/areany, 
with the waight of that hcavie body , compelled rhem 
to flight, in which, they being faycd by the inconve- 
11eace of a ſmall River, many of them (the number is 
uncertaine) were cut off, and left dead upon the place, 

and many taken Priſoners. 

All theſc ſeverall Conflids betwixt the two Armies, 
were not without the effufion of much Chriſtian 
bloud, but the bloud (o ſhed was not taken away by 
way of marther ( Warre juſtly gronnded,is. continued 
lawfully ; the Sword is oft a juſt decider of controver- 
ſies, and though it bee accompted one of the great 
Plagues, ſent by God, itis not attended with any in- 
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juſtice in the execution.) Black murthers and horrid 
treaſons hatched in darknefle, what ever the pretence 
thereof may be, arc not oncly unexculable,but deteſta- 


ble alio to God and man. 


The Court at Vienna; was about this time clothed Th. x; 
in blacke, for the ſolemnization of the late Einperours Func: 


Funerals, which were (olemnely celebrated by the 
Nuntizs Apoſftolicus , attended with 10. Prelates in 
their Miters. The Herſe was blacke, but inlayd with 
filyer, and garniſhed with many buining white waxe 
Tapers; the Imperiall Eagles were blazoned about it, 
in themidft, ſtood the Corpes; covered with a blacke 
cloth, intermingled with gold ; over his head lay the 
Imperiall Jx»garian and Bohemian Crownes. At his 
Feet the Gojden-fleece, and betwixt themeboth, the 
1mperiall, Ball and Scepter; in the middc{t whereof 
was placcd a Crucifixe of filver; At his ſides lay his Ra» 
pier, Dagger, and Spurres. The Boors of the Herlſe 
were adorned with the pictures of Vertues, and upon 
the top, on a Pyramis, ſtood a Globe, and a Crowne, 
The Church being hung with blacke, and the ſolemni- 
ty ended, his Feart and bowels were lodged in three 
Cabinets, and convayed without any pompe » from 
Vienna to Gratz, by his late Privie-Counſellours, and 
other Oilicers of the Court, which are ſince caſhie- 
red; the young King his Sonne inſtantly reforming, 
and by the hand of the Earle of /4edaw the Major 
domo upon his Fathers deceaſe ; having reduced his 
Counſel] to the number of 5. which were the Biſhop 
of Yienna,the Earle of Trautmanſdolf, who is now 
the Major Palatii, and the Eatles of Slavata, Fran- 
kenherg, and Venda ; the carc of his Chancery , be- 
ing committed to Door Prickmajor, under the 
name and title of Vice-Chancellour. 
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The difference betwizt thoſe two great Porentates 

*the Chriſtian and Catholike Kings, drew ſeverall free 

Princes, and States to their partics, and cauſed ſueh a 

combuſtion in the City of Zzege, thar the City was di- 

vided againſt the Biſhop, and the Biſhop againſt the 

Burghefles : He labouring to advance the Ceſarean and 

Sr2niſh cauſe, and therefore loving great impoſitions 

and taxes upon the Citizens, and they rather inclining 

to the French King, though at firſt jubmitting them- 

{elves to the Biſhops orders, with a kinde of unwil- 

lingneſſe, paying their contributions, yet in the cnd 

Hatly oppoſed him : and in the beginning of the yeare, 

they ſent a complaining petition ro the Biſhop of Rowe | 

againlt him, the beads whereof were theſe.

the Church-men deſigned for. Divine Service, were 

chaſed from their Pariſhes, where by that meanes the 

Liturgie was quitcaboliſhed in ſome places,and in the 

Major part much intermitted : That the Religious 

women, 
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women, and others, both Wives and Virgins ; were 
rayiſhed before theeyes of their owne husbands, and 
Fathers. Their Heards of Cattell were driven away, 
their tillage decayed, and to ſpeake no tnore, that the 
ſole inhabitants of Liege were conſtrained to contri- 
bute above 6000 0. Florins to the Church to preſerve 
the City from the Siege, threatned by Charles Duke 
of Lorraine, the Bilhop of FVerdun, Piccolomini, and 
lohn de Werth, upon his ſolicitation, who had incen- 
ſed one party of the Liegew, againſt the other ; whoſe 
tyranny cauſed 5. principall Burghefles of Tongres, to 
to be led as like(ſlaves, before his tryumphant Chariot, 
putring two of them (in the end). to the Sword, and 
baſtinadoing the other three, till they had promiſcd a 
good ranfoine. Much more was added, and every par- 
ticular exprefſed with ſuch paſſion, as might have mo- 
ved a Scythian rocompaſiion ; yet; their onely prayer 
was, that his Holineſſe would excuſe their boldneſle, 
and ſend them ſome Cardinall for a ProteRtour, by 
whoſe countenance,they might be defended from ſuch 
oppreſlions. But the effect of this Petition, and what 
it avayled isnot yet diſcovered, though it may bee 
thought fruitleſſe(if we may guefſe upon conſequents) 
by this enſuing Hiſtory.

But the conſideration of his care in preſervation, 
for enlarging the honour of the Houſe of A»/tria ,- de- 
ſerved a ſolemne mourning ; his deceaſe miniſtred oc- 
caſion toa bloody aflafinate, to attempr a deed of hor- 
ror, Which for his owne credits-ſake he meant to pal- 
liate witha cloake of authorky-, forging letters to the 
Biſhop of C#/lex, and thereby expreffing an order and 
commillion given him by the King of H«xgar, jaten- 
ding (doubtles) to mitigate his execrable ation,uncer 
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pretence of his commiſſion, if he ſhould hap to fayle 
and bediſcovered ( no fincere interpreter, being able 
to conceive that ſo heroicalla ſpirit would conſent ro 
ſo foule a treaſon ) and to ſuppreſfle them, it heehad 
happily executed hs deſigne. The ſtory(as ſome doe 
relate it) is thus > The Count Warfu/ce, who ſome 
yeares paſt had revolted from the Catholick-King, 
ſtood in diſpleaſure, during the life of the late Empe- 
rour, both with his Imperiall-eMajeffy and the King 
of Spaine,and now thinking to winne his Maifters ta- 
vour againe, by the heads, lives, and ftates of thoſe 
which entertained him in. his rebeliton, plotted the 
death of /a Rxuelle,prime Magiltrate of Lieg,& {ome o- 
thc r principall members of char body-politique,& put 
ic thus in practice. The Count being lodged in St. Johnse 
Cloyſter, in the houſe of a Prebexd of that Church, ac- 
commodated with a backe-doore toward the warter- 
ſide;invited to dinner thitherzthe ſaid Barger-maſter 
de la Ruelle, the Abbot of onſſern, and divers other 
principle men of the Citie,whom he intended to mur- 
ther traytcrouſly, Tothat purpoſe he fuborned the 
Burgundian Count de Mils, and ſome choicc S Paniſhe 
Souldiers drawne out of the Garrifons of I arr: gue, 
and 1rzentoy, to Reale privately by the Potterne tnta 
his houſe, and to lorke there ſecretly till the word be-

William Lencon (both which have teftificd this relati- 
on under their hands ) went, and artheir comming 
to Warfuſze the Sub-prior hearing his demand to take 
Rxelles confeſſion and give him abſolution, like a man 
amazed, ſtood agaſt, inquiring the reaſon of that pro. 
polition, and what his Lordſhip meant,by requiring 
him to that ſervice, which-he might notdoe but with 
licence from his O:dinary ;- except onely in ſome ca- 
ſes, in which upon the appearance of imminent death, 
it was lawfull for him ſo to doe if the Prieſt depured 
thereunto, by his Superiour was not to be found. To 
this the Coxnt replicd, that R»cke muſt dye, and that 
withinthe ſpace of one quarter of an houre, & there- 
forecommanded him to diſpatch tmmediatly , as hee 
would anſwer upon his Soule the Bxrger-maiſters 
ſalvation,being deſperate if he fhould die unconfelſſed.

Familiarity of con- 
verſation, doth ſometimes raiſe a ſtrange 'affeHtion, 
while the Abbot was under confeſſion , a Souldier of 
Naira5gne, who had formerly bin intimately acquain- 
ed, with one of the Burger-Mafters-ſervants , mo- 
ved with compaſſion, toward him, rounded him in 
the care,and fhewed him a way by which he might c- 
ſcape, and fave his life. It was necalefle to repcate that 
leſion againe unto him. Extremuy miniſters capact- 
ty,and the apprehenſi on of ay eminent danger, rowſcih up

pen enough , but too przcipitious to be attempted 
with ſecurity, Danger attended the counſell of eſca- 
ping(yet that perhaps might be avoided: ) bnt certain 
deſtruction waited vpon his ſtay.

. proffered a paſlage , and through that the young-man 
eſcaped, crying out , Treaſon , Rze/le 3s murthered, 
Treaſon, Arelle is murthered in the houſe of Conn 
Warf#uſte, Treaſon, Treaſon, Treaſon.

puniſhing hand , to admit ſome Icſuites to haye rc- 
courſe unto him, for his inſtruction ; that he might 
not loſe his Soule together with his Body; vAdeds- 
camentuw pejrs morbs ; and to conſider , that the cffe& 
of the ſervice hee had dene unts him., might at leaſt ,

The Ser- 
geant-Maior performed his Dire&ions ſo ſpecdily, 
that within one hower after his Trumpets were ſoun-= 
ded ( the Bowte-ſelle being given unmcdiately ) the 
Horſemen were all ready., and were inſtantly about: 
their buſineſle , wayting 1n their Ambuſhment till the, 
next day at Noone, at which time the Enemics were 
diſcovered to bce ready to fally forth of the Citic. By 
the ſpace of twoand twentie howers..in vvhichthe 
French Cavallery attended the Spaniards comming: 
out of their Hold , no neyſe was heard. in that ſmall 


from thence, An high tree , which raiſcd his loftie 
head aboyc the reſt of the Thickert , yvas prepared by 
the Scrgeant-Maior , as a Watch-toyver te diſcover 
the Spaniſh preparations.

ſecond Sentinell receiving it from the firſt , the third

ces about three hundred Horſe, having paſled the 
River of 1rſon, and the Wood wherein they lay un- 
diſcovered, tooke their March toward Newfma;/on. 
The Spaniard OY the French in number, and 
the advantage of the place , made the French Com- 
mander adviſe with his Captaines , whether it was 


fit at that time to inceunter them, -The feare of ſup-- 


ply, by the nezghbour-Garriſon , and the countenance 
of the Spaniards ſhewing a couragious Reſolution, 
diſ-hartened the Commander from attempting any 
thing : but three Captaines of that Band , Rawonele, 
La Lande, and Balthaſar , ſprightly Gentlemen , and 
aſhamed to rcturne te the Collonell, without ſome 
tokens of their Valour , reſolved to take fifteene 
Horſc out of cach Companie , which under the com- 


mand of Balthaſar , ſhould give the firſt charge up- 


on the Spaniards, whilſt the other remainder of 
the Armie, being divided into three Squadrons,might 
come up conveniently te ſecond them, The Spaniards 


ſtood then in a firme Body , and having ſent an hun- - 


drce Horſe-into the Village of Newfma/ox, the o- 
ther two hundred attended armed in three Squadrons 


to fecurc the pillagers from the French Military men, . 


if any ſhoutd happen to march that way. And now 
began the hurly burly : - Bal/thaſar came on bravely, 


and in his firſt Charge had ſeven of his men woun- 


ded by the Spaniſh opponents, But that ſcratch dif- 


bartened net the French Afaylants, who comming up 


to his-ſuccour, charged upon the firſt Squadron with 


their Piſtolers , and with the firſt volly of Shot, ha- 
viog. 
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ving flaine above rwentic of the Enemies, roured the 
reſt of. rhe Squardron z whoſe ſudden flight cauſed 
the other two Squadrons to betake rhemſclyes to 
their heeles in a ſtrange eonfulion ; the French troopes 
.parſaing them eagerly, and ia the purſuit haviog ſliine 
ſeventy others, conftcained the reſt to take the River, 
wherein-forty three of them were found drowned 
.immediarely, and ſeventy two begging Quarter, had 
it granted them, The ſtorme was not yerſpent , the 
Peſants of Nenfwai(ox , and the other Neighbour Vil- 
lages , heard the report of this defeat, and tallied 
from the W oods , in which they had hid themſelyes 


for fcare of the Encmie , and incoaraged by the Soul- 
.diers,, fell upon the remnant of the Spaniards, flew 


Afreene or fixteene of them , rooke the reft about 
ninety m numver Priſoners, whom chey brought to 
Fervins, with two hundred Horſe, upon which the 
Sperifh Souldiers were mounted ; ſo gaining foure 
fold, what they had loſt, by thuſc Pil'agers, In ſhort, 
none eſcaped , ſave onely nineteen Sonldiers, and their 
Captaine B+/a»vſavo, and his Cornet, who in this 
confuſion, gotover the Rivec where it was wadeable, 
and ſaved themſelves in.that Garriſon, All the Pri- 
ſoners tooke ſervice nnder Gafſion, ſix onely excepted, 
men of r.nk< and qualitie , which having their wives 
and children in rſo»,durft not ſerveunder his Colours, 
bur proff:red x good ranſome. 

Picardy thns freed, in the end of the old yeare, of 
the Spartfs bands, the Countie of Burgundy, and the 
Province of Gmzen, onely remained to bee ſecured 
from thoſe invaders, Tonville , a Citie in the French 
Countic , upon the Riyer of Saone , was made a Ma- 
gazine fo; Vidtualls, and other Proviſions, and Aw- 
monitions for Warre , by Ga#as , when hee made his 
firlt inrode into the Putchie of Burgundy, Duke

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"Purnertinthat time of Winter, reſolved to beſiege 
it, and to that purpoſe, taking with him three ſmall 


Pieces of Canon , began to batrer it ; but thoſe Guns, 


-not able to bore the Wall , hee ſent for three greater , 
which were brought unto his Armie, not without 
much difficultie ; the fowle waics, and deepe waters 
being ready to finke them , unlefle they had beene 
ſapported by ſtrength of men: Thisincumbrance, did 
fomewhat ſlacken the execution of -what hee inten- 
ded, The Garriſon was One thouſand ſtrong, the 
Enemies ſuccors began to appeare in perſon, for their

then grew defperare; yet as the Nation is more jealous

ſolved to fight it out, though diſadvantagicuſly , and 
_ not yield cowardly, The reſiſtance they made, was 
rather deſperate, than grounded upoa true fortitude, 
To preſerye their lives by fight, it was very impro- 
bable, and to eſcape by flight impoſſible : Yet fight 
they did, almoſt to the laſt man, and all were flaine, 
fave three onely, wha complying with neceſlity , 
yielded rhemſelves, and were taken as Priſoners of 
war. Time would not permit the Count of Grammort, 
to advife what todoe. Carry away the two Pieces of 
Canon hee could not, wanting fach equipage , as was
